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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
to  the  KINGSWOOD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  of 
the  SANITARY  STATE  of  the  DISTRICT  under  their 
control  for  the  year  1908. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1908. 

GENERAL  HEALTH . The  Health  of  the  district  during  tne  year 

has  on  the  whole  been  very  satisfactory.  Situated  as  it 
is  it  has  many  natural  advantages  , the  most  thickly 
populated  parts  standing  higher  than  the  surrounding 
districts.  Were  it  not  for  these  natural  advantages  the 
inhabitants,  who  mostly  work  in  the  Boot  and  Shoe  trade, 
would  suffer  in  a more  marked  degree.  We  have  not 
experienced  any  Epidmeic  of  an  Infectious  disease.  No 
fresh  industry  has  been  introduced  into  the  district  , 
which  is  to  be  regretted  for  when  there  is  depression  in 
the  Boot  trade  nearly  every  member  of  the  household  is 
affected  by  it.  Many  of  the  girls  'work,  in  Stay,  Cloth 
and  Chocolate  Factories  , which  are  situated  outside  the 
district . 

There  is  also  one  Colliery  in  the  district  at  which 
about  250  men  work.  There  are  a number  of  men  living  in 
the  district  who  work  at  Collieries  situated  in  the  City 
of  Bristol. 

SEW  A GE  AND  DRA I N A GE . The  amended  Sewage  Scheme  for  the 

Warmley  portion  of  the  district  (which  I mentioned  in  my 
last  year's  Report)  has  now  been  sanctioned  by  the 
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Local  Government  Board  and  they  have  authorised  us  to 
borrow  £13,000  for  carrying  this  scheme  out;  the  work 
was  started  in  the  Summer  and  a considerable  portion  of 
it  has  already  been  completed.  The  scheme  is  a minimum 
one  and  will  only  take  in  the  trunk  Sewers  and  contribu- 
tory Sewers  in  the  most  populous  parts.  Other  portions 
can  be  connected  as  neceo3lty  arises.  When  the  scheme  is 
completed  the  following  parts  of  the  district,  will  be 
served  by  the  Sewer  - Hopewell  Hill,  Downend  Road,  Tower 
Road,  New  Cheltenham  Road,  Wade  for  Ever,  Holly  Hill 
Road,  Fisher  Lane,  Deanery  Road,  Hill  Street,  Honey  Hill, 
High  Street,  Lantern  Bottom.  The  Outfall  works,  which 
are  situated  a short  distance  outside  our  district  in  the 
Warmley  Rural  area,  are  being  pushed  forward. 

In  the  Conharn  Section,  the  nuisance  in  Hanham  Street 
to  which  I drew  attention  in  my  previous  Reports  as 
requiring  immediate  abatement  has  been  dealt  with.  The 
portion  of  Hanham  Street  in  which  the  nuisance  arose  has 
been  sewered  and  the  work  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL.  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements 
for  the  removal  of  house  refuse. 

WATER.  The  water  supplied  to  the  district  by  the  West 

Gloucestershire  Water  Company  has  been  good,  sufficient 
and  constant  at  all  times  , and  we  have  not  been  troubled 
with  any  discoloration. 

45  fresh  connections  have  been  made  during  the  year . 

Three  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  outside 
sources  during  the  year  and  all  were  condemned  as  unfit 
for  drinking  purposes.  Two  were  taken  from  Wells  in 
Hanham  and  one  from  a rain  water  cistern  in  Woodstock 
Road . 
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HOUSING  and  OVER- CROWDING.  45  New  houses  have  been  built  under 


the  careful  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  This 
is  an  increase  of  18  over  the  previous  year. 

One  case  of  over-crowding  was  investigated  and 
dealt  with  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

FACTORIES,  BAKEHOUSES  , DAIRIES  and  SLAUGHTERHOUSES.  All  these 
have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  are  in  a fairly 
satisfactory  condition. 

With  regard  to  the  Boot  Factories , all  the  principal 
ones  in  the  district  have  the  necessary  Lavatory  accommo- 
dation with  Intervening  ventilating  space.  This  we 
enforce  wherever  it  is  possible.  Separate  accommodation 
f<pr  males  and  females  is  always  provided. 

FOOD . On  5 occasions  during  the  year  we  have  condemned 

carcases  of  meat  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

It  is  very  necessary  that  Slaughter  houses  should  be 
well  inspected  as  no  one  can  tell  the  condition  of  the 
internal  organs  of  beasts  until  they  are  slaughtered. 

MORTALITY . The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the 
district  during  the  year  was  136,  or  a corrected  number 
including  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the 
district  was  153;  this  estimating  our  population  at 
13,361  gives  a death  rate  of  10*1  per  1000,  or  a correct- 
ed death  rate  of  11*4  per  1000,  and  an  average  of  12*6 
per  1000  during  the  past  10  years.  This  is  a slight 
increase  on  last  year  which  was  10  or  a corrected  death 
rate  of  10*7.  Twice  as  many  deaths  tooh  place  In  Public 
Institutions  outside  the  district  as  in  the  previous 
year .

INFANTILE  MORTALITY . The  mortality  of  Infants  under  one  year 

number  34  and  the  rate  is  107*2  per  1000  births  register- 
ed, this  is  considerably  below  the  average  for  the  last 
10  years  and  continues  the  improvement  shewn  in  the 
last  5 years.  Only  5 of  the  34  died  under  one  week, 

10  in  the  first  month  and  3 from  premature  birth. 

None  of  the  deaths  were  from  Diarrhoea. 

The  average  during  the  past  10  years  was  120*3  per 
1000  births  registered. 

There  were  4 Illegitimate  children  born  and  one 
succumbed  under  one  year. 

With  regard  to  Infantile  mortality,  if  the  public 
could  be  got  to  appreciate  the  extent  of  the  evil  there 
is  no  doubt  it  might  be  considerably  lessened  and  by 
inculcating  the  parents  and  educating  the  coming  genera- 
tion as  to  the  best  methods  of  rearing  children  in  time 
to  come  a great  improvement  will  be  shewn. 

Although  the  Annual  death  rate  has  decreased  during 
the  last  30  years,  Infantile  Mortality  shews  very  little 
decrease.  The  deaths  from  this  cause  in  Rural  districts 
are  always  less  than  those  in  Urban  districts.  This  is 
of  course  largely  due  to  Mothers  in  Manufacturing  dis- 
tricts like  our  own,  working  in  Factories  which  affects 
their  health  and  prevents  them  properly  taking  care  of 
themselves  before  tne  birth  of  their  children  and  feeding 
the  child  regularly  with  their  own  milk.  Forty  years 
ago  the  greater  proportion  of  children  were  breast  fed, 
now  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  usual  for  children  to 
be  brought  up  by  hand . 

Some  of  the  principal  causes  affecting  the  Mother 
are  the  want  of  proper  nourishment  , fresh  air,  and  rest. 
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before  the  birth  of  the  child. 

It  is  desirable  fhat  Mothers  should  be  prohibited 
from  working  in  a factory  for  the  latter  half  of  the 
period  of  pregnancy  and  4 months  after  confinement. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Goat's  milk  is  not  more 
generally  used  for  delicate  children  it  being  more  easily 
assimilated . 

I should  be  glad  to  see  the  adoption  of  the  Notifi- 
cation of  Births  Act  in  this  district.  I consider  it 
would  be  a great  help  in  diminishing  our  Infantile 
Mortality . 

The  holding  of  classes  in  schools  to  educate  the 
older  girls  in  the  general  principles  of  Hygiene  and  the 
proper  way  of  rearing  children  would  also  be  of  assistance 
in  the  future . 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES  requiring  NOTIFICATION. 


The  number  of  these  cases  reported  during  the  year 
was  42, which  comprise  Scarlet  Fever  4,  Diphtheria  24, 
Erysipelas  10,  Puerperal  Fever  1,  Enteric  Fever  3.  Six 
out  of  this  number  proved  fatal,  viz.,  Diphtheria  5, 
Enteric  Fever  1. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  26  cases  were 
notified;  16  in  the  second  half. 

The  cases  reported  were  9 less  than  last  year  but 
the  deaths  were  more  in  proportion.  The  average  for  the 
previous  10  years  was  91. 

There  was  no  epidemic  and  in  consequence  no  closure 
of  the  Schools  as  in  former  years. 
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Diphtheria  was  present  during  most  months  of  the 


year. 

Five  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital , 3 Enteric  and 
2 Diphtheria,  the  latter  for  operation. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  The  number  of  cases  reported  was  only  4, 
compared  with  31  last  year,  and  none  of  them  ended 
fatally.  All  four  cases  occurred  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  and  were  under  15  years  of  age.  It 
is  almost  unprecedented  to  have  so  few  cases. 

SMALL  POX.  No  case  reported. 

CHOLERA . No  case  reported. 

DIPHTHERIA . There  were  24  Diphtheria  cases  notified  as  against 
11  la3t  year  - 15  out  of  the  24  were  patients  between 
the  ages  of  5 and  15.  5 of  them  ended  fatally,  2 being 

between  1 and  5 years  of  age , 2 between  5 and  15  and  one 
between  25  and  65. 

ENTERIC  FEVER.  3 cases,  two  in  one  house,  were  notified,  one  of 
which  ended  fatally.  There  were  none  last  year.  All 
three  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

ERYSIPELAS . 10  cases  were  reported  with  no  fatal  result.  Last 

year  there  v/ere  7 reported. 

TYPHUS  FEVER.  No  case  reported. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  of  PUERPERAL  SEPTICAEMIA.  Only  one  case  was 
reported  and  3he  recovered . 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES  not  requiring  NOTIFICATION. 

MEASLES.  There  were  a few  cases  of  Measles  during  the  year 
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not  nearly  so  many  as  in  previous  years  and  no  deaths. 


WHOOPING  GOUGH.  Whooping  cough  was  prevalent  in  the  Spring 
and  Autumn. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  this  disease  all  Infants 
under  1 year.  Two  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  June  and  1 
in  October. 

CROUP.  This  disease  caused  one  death. 

CHICKEN  POX.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

INFLUENZA . No  deaths  were  reported. 

DIARRHCFA  and  DYSENTERY.  There  was  one  death  from  Diarrhoea 
a child  between  1 and  5 years. 

Generally  speaking  the  District  was  very  free  from 
this  complaint . 

RHEUMATIC  FEVER  did  not  cause  any  deaths. 

PHTHISIS  or  PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS.  Nine  deaths  from  this 
disease.  The  same  as  for  the  previous  two  years.  The 
average  for  the  last  18  years  was  just  over  11. 

In  all  cases  of  death  from  this  disease  the  room 
has  been  fumigated  as  with  any  other  Infectious  disease. 

I shall  be  glad  to  pee  more  rigid  precautions  taken 
to  try  and  reduce  mortality  in  this  disease,  not  that  I 
consider  it  above  the  average  for  the  district  and  occu- 
pation of  the  inhabitants.  In  my  opinion  I think  it 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  have  the  voluntary  notifica- 
tion of  this  disease , as  i3  adopted  in  other  districts 
and  Towns  in  England  , which  would  give  a much  better 
chance  of  preventing  recurrent  cases  in  the  same  house 
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which  frequently  occur. 

One  of  the  great  difficulties  in  this  district  is 
keeping  an  Inmate  suffering  from  this  disease  apart  from 
other  members  of  the  family, it  is  impossible  to  keep  them 
from  sleeping  in  the  same  room  and  often  in  the  same  bed. 
Cf  course  this  matter  can  be  dealt  with  better  in  a well- 
to-do-district  . 

I consider  ventilation  is  a great  help  to  good 
health  and  should  like  to  see  windows  in  factories 
kept  open,  as  a rule  they  are  closed.  The  provision  of 
spittoons  and  spitting  flask3  containing  disinfectant 
for  Tuberculous  patients  and  the  keeping  apart  , from  the 
general  washing  of  the  family,  the  handkerchiefs  etc. 
used  by  such  patients  and  having  the  same  properly  disin- 
fected , would  be  of  great  assistance. 

I have  no  doubt  that  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations  1908  which  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  January 
will,  if  properly  carried  out,  be  extremely  beneficial 
a3  by  it  all  poor  persons  to  whom  the  Regulations  refer 
will  be  kept  under  observation  and  not  lost  sight  of  when 
removing  to  another  district.  Added  to  which  Local 
Authorities  are  given  power  under  the  regulations  to  dis- 
infect rooms,  clothing,  etc.,  and  to  provide  at  the  public 
expense  any  appliance,  apparatus  or  utensil,  which  will 
be  of  assistance  for  the  purpose  of  taking  precaution 
against  the  spread  of  Infection. 

I believe,  therefore,  that  these  Regulations 
combined  with  Voluntary  Notification  will  go  a long  way 
towards  checking  the  spread  of  this  disease. 

OTHER  TUBERCULAR  DISEASES.  There  were  4 deaths  recorded  as

CANCER.  Cancer  caused  9 deaths, all  over  25  years  of  age.  Last 


year  there  were  3. 

BRONCHITIS.  This  disease  caused  19  deaths,  5 being  children 
under  1 year  and  7 old  people  over  65. 

PNEUMONIA.  There  were  13  deaths  recorded  as  against  17  last 
year.  Five  were  children  under  5 years  of  age. 

PLEURISY . No  deaths  recorded. 

OTHER  DISEASES  of  THE  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS.  The  deaths  were 
the  same  as  last  year  3. 

ALCOHOLISM  and  CIRRHOSIS  OF  LIVER.  One  death  over  65  years 
of  age  . 

CARDIAC  DISEASE.  This  disease  caused  22  deaths, last  year 

there  were  12.  All  the  deceased  with  one  exception  were 
over  25  years  of  age. 

ACCIDENTS . There  were  3 deaths. 

PREMATURE  BIRTH . 3 deaths. 

APOPLEXY . Six  deaths  were  recorded  all  over  25  years  of  age.'- 
The  same  number  as  last  year. 

MENINGITIS  Accounted  for  3 deaths. 

RENAL  DISEASE  Was  the  cause  Of  5 deaths.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

As  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  covers  almost  entirely  the  work  done  in  my  department 
during  1908,  it  is  not  my  intention  to  again  repeat  so  able  and 
satisfactory  a report  and  I can  only  supplement  the  particulars 
contained  in  the  report  with  the  following  observations. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  decrease  of  notices  served 
upon  persons  causing  nuisances  within  this  district,  but  my 
ambition  has  been,  throughout  the  year,  to  endeavour  to  persuade 
offenders  to  abate  their  nuisances  rather  than  force  them  to  so 
do  , and  thereby  ensure  an  amicable  understanding  between  both  my- 
self and  the  ratepayers  generally. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  district 
are  beginning  to  realise  the  benefits  accruing  from  the  use  of 
the  sewers  , and  I now  have  little  trouble  in  persuading  people  to 
connect  their  drainage  to  such  sewer3  where  necessity  demands  it. 

During  the  latter  part  of  last  year  a considerable  falling  off 
of  the  various  infectious  diseases  was  apparent  within  this  dis- 
trict as  not  one  case  was  notified  during  the  whole  month  of 
December  and  only  one  slight  case  early  in  November. 

Much  improvement  is  necessary  in  many  of  the  workshops  and 
outworkers  premises  and  in  my  opinion  it  would  be  far  better  for 
all  parties  if  the  manufacturers  within  this  district  would  pro- 
vide for  all  work  to  be  completed  within  the  factories  , as  the 
workers  in  most  ca3es  are  employed  under  better  conditions,  both 
from  a sanitary  and  profitable  standpoint  , within  the  factories  , 
than  they  are  at  home . 

The  slaughter-houses  within  this  district  are  in  a very 
satisfactory  condition  and  speaking  as  a whole  cannot  be  much 
improved  upon,  although  every  Inspector  will  welcome  the  intro- 
duction of  public  abbatoirs  to  supersede  the  present  slaughter- 


houses.  Improvement  is  necessary  to  suppress,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  slaughtering  of  pigs  upon  private  premises  , as  this  practice 
does  not  allow  of  the  efficient  inspection  of  the  carcases  of 
meat  killed  and  30ld  in  this  manner,  besides  causing  many 
nuisances  within  the  district. 

Thanking  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  very  liberal  support  in 
helping  me  to  carry  out  my  duties  during  the  past  year,  and  assur- 
ing you  of  my  best  attention  to  them  in  the  future.
